2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-4 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lang (U.S. 6,582,721). Lang teaches dietary supplements 
comprising beadlets containing active carotenoid in the form of vitamin A, lutein and /or zeanthin and vitamin E and other nutrients 
inter alia vitamin C, zinc and copper in specific amounts which fail in the range of claim 1.
